Iiiit I Willi ont in the 
end." he explaiiicl ".Siiiiiilicd with a 
warrant from I'ailiKah for Ilic arrtHst 
of l.eK her. I arrived in .Memphis 
.ve.sterday. The police had done their 
part, arie.sllnt; tlie fugitive. but 
when the hearing on the writ of ha 
laa.s corpus came up before Circuit 
Judge .?. W. I'aliiier, 1). A. Prasler 
was representing Ihe prisoner. I se- 
cured the attorney general of the 
state and he clearly outlined the 
case, showing that Letcher waa want- 
ed in Paducah and producing the 
warrant. 

" 'That warrant !:< not wie th tin 
liaper II Is wr:;t('ii (in oiit.-^ide tlu 
illy linill-i of railiiiair .Iiidi;.' Pa - 
tiler di'clared. and when Kr.izli r 
arose 10 arKiie his iioinl. .IikIkc Pal- 
mer faved hllii asidi' with "I don't 
want lo hear an.^llim;; from you, be- 
cause there Is not the lea.ii sciiitir.i 
of eviilonco to show tiiiit we can le- 
;;ally hold thl.s man', and with that 
lie ordered belcher dl.-fcharged. 

"I was In ccnipaiiy with a Mom- 
idiis deteciivi'. and held another war- 
i.m' with an atlldivil I had made 
staling .that I.eldiei- wa.s wanted In 
radncah. I instnicled the Teniiessi c 
ilelectlve lo arrest lalcher. What do 
Mill think occurred then'.' 

"'If yon two nun arrest this man 
an.iiii I w il; arrest \ on for coiitemut 
of court', declared .hidKc Palmer, and 
wo were powerless lo do anytliin>; 
Ueallzlng 'that I.elcher would be 
none if Immediate action was not ta- 
ken, I rushed to thi; teleiihono and 
lalled up Governor Patlersoii over 
Ihe long dislaiice lelephone. I out- 
lined briefly Ihe case, and he a.'.- 
(|iilck!y wir 'd iii.slnicl ions to arrest 
and hiilil l.ci.licr iiiilil Ihe leiiillsi- 
tion papers, wlilch he liatl just signed 
and mailed to Memphis, arrived. 

"Well, we arrested Letcher b* 
soon as the telegram was .received, 
and on the late afternoon tv:in the 
requisition arrived.

The evidence regarding the "leak" 
of the government's cotton crop re- 
port is iUghty cautionary to those 
who think It a quick and easy road 

to fortune to buy the Information 
which Is so freely offered for sale, 
both publicly and privately. It ia In 
testimony that those who have anch 
InformaUon, even when it is accurate, 
eannot reckon certainly ut>on Ita mar- 
ket effect. In one case It is sworn that 
the highest tslent In the Street nev- 
er had a chance of profit. In another 
case, where moderate profits appear- 
ed, neglect to take them turned the 
operation into a Joss. In still other 
cases profits were realised, but only 
by methods which are repugnant to 
honest men. 

These considerations are apart 
from the routine considerationa that 
commodity speculation is more has 
ardous than speculation in securiUes 
on general principles. Operators in 
Btocte at least know, ordinarlltr and 
subject to some classical cases of 
surprise what quantities of shares 
exist, and are sure that the weather 
has a comparatively moderate effeci 
upon their prices or their values Yet 
at a time when risks upon the .Siock 
Exchange have been avoided because 
uniisualiy haxardoiiH, there have been 
wild operations upon the Produce 
Kxcli in;;e TliPse revelations that the 
cards arc stackoJ against the outsid- 
er, and that those who understand 
the game as well as anybody are 
nevertheless mere guessere and gam- 
blers, rnther than investors, or even
